In 
the meantime the Christians on the Island 
have been continually longing for anncx,- 
ation to Greece, and they made a frantic 
application for this to the powers at the 
Berlin conference in 1877.

time and so did not consider the subject 
seriously. So the mutual bickering be- 
tween the Turkish authorities and the 
Christians has continued, varied by occa- 
sional little wars and massacres.

Abner P. Cobb had 
resigned the pastorate of the Christian 
ehoroh at Springfield because of the ill 
health of bis wife and children. The 
career of Roy. Mr. Cobb. who obtained 
the rudiment* of his education in Deca- 
tor, learned M« Made bete, and also mar- 
ried in Decatur, is full of interset. Mr. 
Cobb has been pastor of the church at 
Springfl-d since Nov. 1, 1891. He had 
been an Indefatigable workerjjnd through 
bis earnestness and zeal, the congrega- 
tion has bean almost doubled during bis 
administration. There have been over 
500 additions to the church rolls. He 
has married over 200 couples and con- 
ducted about 300 funeral services. Dur- 
ing the past two years, Mr. Cobb offlolat- 
ed at more weddings than any other min- 
ister in the city and more than any Chris- 
tian minister in the world. He has re 
oeived letters from all over the world.con 
gratnlating him on his remarkable success 
In uniting hearts that would be one. 


Mr. Cobb was born near Somerset, 


Ohio, and removed with his widowed 
mother and several young brothers to 
Decatur. At the early age of 13, In this 
city, he learned the machinist's trade, 
and, after finishing his apprenticeship, he 
worked at hli trade foi about two years. 


While engaged in his trade Mr. Cobb 


decided to become a minister. He accord- 
ingly entered the Christian college at 
Eureka, 111., earning money to pay his 
college tuition and expenses by preaching 
on Sundays. During his college years he 
was pastor of a congregation at Washing- 
ton, 111., and during thit time he was 
married to Miss Maggie Dennis, of Deca- 
tur. 


Six months 
before completing ^bls 


studies Mr. Cobb accepted the pastorate 
of the church at Washburn, HI. He con- 
tinned his studies n'ter leaving the Insti- 
tution and graduated with his class. 
After two years' service at Washburn he 
removed to Decatur, where he spent two 
years on the farm of hw wife's parents, 
daring which time be occupied the pulpit 
at the Antloch ohurch near Decatur. 


Mr. Cobb next wont to Petersburg, and 


after remaining a year at that place he 
went to Normal, 111., where he spent a 
year. He then accepted a call from Des 
Moines, Iowa, and a year later removed 
to Covington, Ky. After two years' ser- 
vice at the latter place he entered the 
evangelistic field, during which time he 
made his home at Decatur.

The inter- 
est on this public debt is now 49c per cap- 
ita. 
In 1867 It was $3.84. 


Tbe receipts of Che government from 


the tariff, the taxes on whisky, beer and 
tobacco, and from all sources are now 
$4.59 annually for each person. In 1867 
they were $13.55. 
When people talk 


about "war taxes" they have in mind tbe 
revenue that bad to be raised in the 60s. 


The expenditures of the governmennt 


last year were $4 90 per individual. In 
1867 they were $9.87. The change has 
been gradual, nearly every year showing 
a reduction from its predecessor, until the 
90s are reached. Expenditures in the 
past eight years have increased much fast- 
er than tbe population.

The production of gold and silver per 


capita by the United States for 1896 has 
not been worked out.

silence, but the promise to work for a 
change lu the national banking system 
and tbe issuance of paper money by the 
government alone provoked great cheers." 
A correspondent who has observed the 
drift of sentiment among the men who 
elected tho new senator, after noting this 
fact, says: ''After all, these Populate 
are for flat money, and the silver god 
has beeu relegated to the dusty garret of 
a forgotten past." There arc many signs 
that point, in the same directiou in other 
parts of the country. It seems evident 
already that tho Populists will never con- 
sent to another campaign for the coinage 
of 50-cent dollars, but will next time de- 
mand unlimited Issues of irredeemable 
currency.

General Shelby was born in Lexington, 


Kv in 1831. He emigrated to Missouri 
with his parents when he was nineteen 
years of ago and when the Kansas dispute 


c,n,e on be sympathized with the pro- 
•claverv element, and led several raids into 
Kwsas. 
When tbe civil war broke out 


he raised a company of which he was cap- 
f,in and was subsequently made colonel 
and recruited a regiment which joined 
tho other Missouri regiments in cavalry 
and ho organix-ed what was known as 
"Shelby's brigade" which saw hard ser- 
vice in Missouri, Arkansas. Louisiana, 
Toxas throughout tbe war. 


U the close of the war he took his com- 


mand to tho City of Mexico and offered 
his services to Maitmlllton who was then 
in power, but tbe latter was suspicious 
and rihelby was obliged to disband hie 
troops. 
Ho returned to Missouri In 1867. 


and lived on a farm till 1893 when Cleve- 
land appointed him United States mar- 
shal for tbo western district of Missouri. 
1 ho funeral will probably occur in this

Not Legally Abdicate. 


Washington, Feb. 13.— Julius A. Pal- 


mnr. the rcprescnative of ex-Queen Lilun- 
aklanl of Hawaii, in a card to the Kven 
ins Star yesterday declared that the act of 
alidiration of the ex-quccn was procured 
under duress and is void for this reason 
and because of legal informalities. 
He 


-.iy- that tho "queen of Hawaii has never 
gi\cn a legal abdication and is still tbe 
lawful ruler, even If she forbear* to en 


f<irru her legitimate rights." 


It is believed that Llliuokalanl inspired 


the card. 


At tho Hawaiian legation it was read 


with interest, but without concern, and 
Is here regarded simply as an expression 
from a royalist standpoint of an eventful 
episode in Hawaiian history, but ae not 
at all likely to have any practical influ- 
ence. 


Mr. Palmer's card was culled forth, as 


he explains, by tbe publication in the 
Star recently of tbe | queen's abdication. 
He refers to that document as a " brie] 
drawn by A. S. Hartwell. chief counse 
for tho corporation of sogar planters and 
lawyers now posing as 'the Hawaiian Be 
public1'— having no legal foroe whatever 
void when written, and which could no 
he sustained in any court of equity In any 
civlli/.cd land." 


He further 
sayi that tbe queen wa 


foraibly confined In the lolanl palace, an 
being told that those she loved were awat 
lag execution signed tbe act of abdication 


UB the only means to save them. 


"Tbe ring of adventurers know their 


victim," says Mr. Palmer; "had they pro- 
posed her Immediate death they could not 
have terrified her, but to save those she 
loved she executed tbe document." 


Ho further sayi that not only was the 


queen's signature obtained under durese, 
liut that It was worthless from another 
reason; It was not her legal signature. 
Her rwrsecu'ors overreached themselves, 
he says, and out of excess of caution re- 
quired her to sign as "Lllloukalanl Dora- 
inls," which was not her legal signature 


Legally there is not and never was «ach 


a person. The document should have 
t»-n signed "Lilluokalani Bcgina." 


Mr. Palmer, who refuses to admit that 


he ipmks tor Llliuokalanl by direction, 
closes bis card by ibis statement, perhaps 
significant of future intentions: 


"So question is ever .enled until it is 


settled right, and that tbe whole Ha 
watlan matfr should be properly review- 
ed )> lh« opinion of a great many of the 
people of the United Stttes." 
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
